PROVISIONS FOR RETURNED ' 
SOLDIERS. 



The central branch of the Great War 
Veterans' Association haa decided to 
use force, if 'necofisary, to expel en- 
emy aliens from munition factories. 
This action is caused, it Is alleged, 
by the critical position many returned 
soldiers find themselves In by being 
unable to obtain work, while large 
numbers of men of enemy nations are 
given steady employment at high 
wag^B. 

A resolution pasFed by this body 
of returned men, to remove what they 
consider an Injustice to those who 
have fought In Canada's defense, is 
formulated in the following words: 

"That committees be '.formed at 
once to approach any ^mployer of la- 
bor In Toronto found employing Ger- 
mans or Austriana on munitions, and 
to ask for the removal of same. If 
this Is refused, direct action will be 
taken to expel such enemy allèns by 
force" ^ . 



A special meeting c ! the Arts Un- 
dergraduate Society wan held yes- 
terday noon in Room 5 of the Arts 
Building. The special business to be 
cinsldered was whet ler the Society 
should stage a Smok r and Supper, 
or an ordinary Bmol er, as a final 
activity before the pi ssent executive 
finishes Its regular erm of office.

The first Smok- 
er ^nd Supper known to have been 
held at McOlll was given last ' year 
by the Arts Undergraduate Society, 
as a substitute for the annual din- 
ner, which was the- custom before th« 
war. It was thought at the time 
that a formal dinner down -town was 
not the most desirable form of socliil 
function to have under war condi- 
tlonK. The sugtjertlon of Mr. V. S. 
Green, who was later elected as Presi - 
dent of the Society, was therefore 
adopted, and the first Smoker and 
Supper was held In the Union lasc 
M.irch. The affair proved a great suc- 
cess from every point of View. It 
consisted In an ordinary Smoker held 
In the big lounge room upstairs. The 
programme was made rather shorter 
than is usually the case, and was 
confined to entertainment of the

The reply was 
read by Mr. J. Ritchie The meet- 
ing was well attended, btii Dr. Fryor 
•/as unab.e to be present. It was an- 
nounced last night tntit the Society 
would hold a .formal dinner at the 
ITniverslty Club as final activity 
Ccr the season. Owing Ic tho partlcu- 
lar Intercet attached to the subject, 
ve print the paper verbatim: 
-, ' ^ 

Argentina, Its History and Coansmie 
Value. 

The Argonllnc Republic seems so 
clflerent from all the other Spanlsn- 
.\mencan countries that It may al- 
most be classed by Itself. Its clim- 
ate. Its vast fertile plains. Its agri- 
cultural and pastoral possibilities, re- 
mind one more of Ihe Mlsstitslppt Val- 
ley than any other part of the world 
l''«rthcrmore, there Is no country in 
the grent South American Continent 
t.'iat can compare, with Argentina in 
ciuaUty of population. Peru, Bolivia, 
and the other Andean republics are 
handicapped by the preponderance of 
native Indian stock, Brazil has too 
iiiuny negroes anil too few Europeans 
in proportion to hci' si.'ie and extent 
Argentina alene^has a very smuil per- 
centage of the ao-called "backward 
races of mankind," and a very large 
percentage of virile European stofit 
This, In addition to her climate, her 
soil, and tho case with which her sys- 
tems of transportation are extendei!. 
gives her a tremendous advantage. No 
other copntry ,i^n the world to-day is 
more likely to mako greater advance in 
the next 25 years than Argentina. 
Since the war h*-(r:in hor foodstuffs 
have been exported in evcr^lncrens- 
Ing quantities to supply the huge 
armies of the Allies. As a formidable 
business rival of- both the United 
States and Canada âhe is certainly 
worthy of our attention io these 
times. 

Before entering into a considera- 
tion of her economic features, let us 
take time to glance at the physical 
arpect of this Interesting Republic as 
well as following the more Important 
events of her history. Argentina is 
the second largest political division hi 
South America, and it also r.inks sec- 
ond In population, the area being a 
little over one million square miles, 
and the population betwee;i 8 and 0 
million. Thus It contains a somewhat 
larger number of people than Cana'.la, 
with less than one-third of our land 
surface. The country may be divid- 
ed roughly into three great divisions 
—the mountainous sone and tableland.s 
of the west, extending the full lenatii 
of the Republic; the great plains of 
the east, from tho Pllcomayo to the 
hto Negro; and the desolate, arid 
steppes of Patagonia. The second 
of these division* la by far the most 
important from tho economic point of 
view. This is tho Argentine part of 
the great plains of the La Plata. In 
tho north this plain is Icnown as tlie 
Gran Ciiaco, most of which has an 
average elevatlo.n of from 600 to 800 
feet above sea level, and the greater 
part of it Is wooded, some of It quite 
heavily. The remainder of the great 
Argentine plain Is the treeless, grassy 
"pampa," apparently a dead level, but 
In reality rising gradually from tho 
Atlantic westward toward the Andes. 
This is broken in its ° southern and 
western parts by several ranges of 
low hills. The !,'reater part of this 
central plain is drained by the L.'i 
Plata river system. On the southers 
margin of the pampas are the Colorado 
and the Negro, both large, navigable 
rivers flowing entirely across the Re- 
public from the .Vndes to the Atlan- 
tic. 

Although having a great extent of 
coast-llne, Argentina has but tew 
really good harbours. The two most 
frequented by ocean-going vessels are 
Buenos Aires and Ia Plata, both of 
which have been constructed at great 
expense to overcome natural disad- 
vantages. ' Perhaps the best natural 
harbour they have is that of Bahia 
Blanca .a large bay of good depth, 
sheltered by islands, and 534 miles 
by sea south of Buenos Aires; here 
the government ^as built a naval sta- 
tion and post called Puerto Mllltar, and 
little dredging Is needed to render tho 
harbour accessible to the large.st 
ocean-going vessels. About 100 miles 
south of Bahia Blanca is the shel- 
tered bay of San Bias, which, may be- 
come of commercial importance. Fur- 
ther south still fire the land-locked 
bays of San Jose and Nueva — the 
first as yet unused; on the latter

MEETING OF HISTORICAL CLUI 
LAST NIQHT.

In' Puerto Madryn, the outlet for the 
Welsh colony of Cliubut. Other small 
harbours oii the lower Patagonia coast 
ore not prominent, owing to scarcity 
of population. 

Coming to the history of Argen- 
tina, we may divide it into two per- 
iods, first, the period of Spanish sove- 
reignty, and, secondly, the era of the 
Republic of Argentina, beginning with 
1816, when its inJci)endenco was as- 
sured. The latter ia of much greater 
Importance from our point of view. 

Tho Spanish mivlgator, Juan de 
SoliSi in search of a passage to the 
I'aciflc Ocean, was the first Euro- 
pean to discover Rio dii la Plata, 
which he did In the year 151(1. Four 
years' later the Portuguese seaman, 
Magellan, entered the mouth of tho 
river In his celebrated voyage arbuna 
the world, but as soon as ne found 
there was no passage to the west, he 
left the river without landing. Sebas- 
tian Cabot sailed up the river In 162h 
and gave It the name It still retains. 
In 1636 Pedro de Mendoza founded the 
city of Santa Maria de Buenos Aires. 
This ' colony was soon destroyed by 
the Indians, no permanent settlemeni 
being made at that place before IBSO. 

In the meantime the Spaniards had 
penetrated lato the Interior and es- 
tablished settlements In several 
places, some as far west as the slopes 
of the Andes, In 1620 Buenos Alren 
was separated from the authority of 
the government which had been es 
tabUshed at Asuncion, and made the 
head of a separate province. Thus, 
In the early part of the 17th Cen- 
tury, after the expenditure of many 
. {lives and much treasure, the Span- 
iards were securely established on the 
plains of the River La Plata, and had 
planted a number of centres of . trade 
and colonisation in the Interior. The 
continual encroachment of the Portu- 
guese at^ length led the Spanish to 
tsî&e the important step of making 
.Buenos Aires the seat of a viceroy- 
alty, with Jurisdiction over the -ter- 
ritories of tiie present Republics of 
Bolivia, Paraguay, Uruguay and Ar- 
gentina itself. This was In 1776. Dur- 
ing the whole period of Spanish oc- 
cupation the progress of the colony 
!was hampered by the continual bloody 
wars with the natives, but In spite 
of these it mlpht have made far bet- 
ter advances had It not been for most 
unwise treatment at the hands of the 
Spanish government. A change In 
policy was made, however. In 1776. 
' and the development of the colony's 
resources was aUowed comparatively 
belUon. 

The wars of the French Revolution, 
in which Spain was allied with France 
l^ainst Great Britain, intezrupted the tin. wlib bad. gained miUtary expert- 



growing prosperity of. Buenos Alreu. 
In 1806 Gen. Beresford took that city, 
but before the'eiid of the year the 
Spaniards re-took the place, and 
forced the British to surrender. The 
next year another British fofce un- 
der Gen, Whiteluck tried to regain 
possession of Buenos Aires, but stren- 
uous preparations tiad been made for 
résistance, and after fierce fighting 
the Invaders were compelled to capilu- 
lato, having suffered severe losses. 
The colonists, wlio had gained those 
two great successes without any help 
from the home government, were nat- 
urally elated, and began to feel a new 
sense of self-reliance and confidence 
in their own resources. The suc- 
cessful defence of Buenos Aires in- 
creased the growing feeling of dissat- 
isfaction with the Spanish connection, 
which was soon to lead to open i-e- 
free play. 

The establishment of the Napoleonic 
dynasty at Madrid was the actual 
cause which brought about the dis- 
turbances that were to end In separa- 
tion. Liniers was made viceroy on tho 
arrival of the news of the crowning 
of Joseph Bonaparte as King of 
iSpain, biit as a Frenchman he was 
distrusted, and was deposed by the 
followers of Ferdinand VII. The cen- 
tral' Junta at Seville, acting in the 
name of Ferdinand, appointed do Cis- 
neros to be viceroy In his place. He 
entered on the duties of his office In 
July, 1809, and at first he galneu 
popularity by yielding to the urgent 
appeals of the people, and throwing 
open the trade of the country to all 
nations, liut his measures soon ga%'e 
dissatisfaction to the Argentine or 
Creole party, who had long chafed 
under the disabilities of Spanish rule, 
and who now felt themselves no long- 
er bound to be loyal to a country 
which was in the hands of the French. 

On the 25th of May, 1810, a great 
armed assembly met at Buenos Aires, 
iànd a provtiilonal junta was formed 
to supersede the, authority of the 
viceroy ,and carry on the govern' 
ment. The acts of the new govern 
ment were in the name of Ferdinand 
VU., but the step taken was a revo 
lutlonary one, and the 25th of May 
has ever since been regarded as the 
birthday of Argentine Independence, 
The most prominent leader of the Jun- 
ta was Its secretary, Mariano Moreno, 
who, with a number of other pat- 
riots, succeeded In raising a consider- 
able force to maintain, arms In hand 
their nationalist and antl-Spanlsh 
doctrines. A fierce struggle between 
the party of Independenea and the 
adherents of Spain spread over tho 
whole country, and was carried on 
with varying fortune. Chief among 
the. leaders of the revolutionary arm- 
ies were Manuel Belgrano, and after 
March, 1812, Gen. Jose de San Mar-

Many questions incident to the pro- 
posed change In the universlty'a war- 
time athleUc poUsy wUl be brougHt 
up and discussed this evening. Among 
these Is the question of awarding 
regular or special insignia to men 
reprsaenting the university In ath- 
iotlc contests in tho future, and pos- 
sibly to those wiio have played on 
teams during the past tootbaU and 
hockey season. 

It is stated that the chief question 
to be decided is not that of the for- 
mality or informality of sport In the 
university, but rather of the advisa- 
bility of resumiiig intercollegiate 
games in place of tho present policy 
of meeting only cantonnient and 
school teams. 

The question of Intercollegiate 
games has not, untU recently, re- 
ceived the support of the authorities 
of Yale, Princeton and Harvard, but 
In view of the need of a more general 
participation In athletics by under- 
graduates than resulted under the sys- 
tcm In force throughout the first halt 
of the college year, they have changed 
their attitude. The general opinion 
at the other two universities Is now 
in favour of a renewal of the old type 
of competition on a less pretentious 
scale than formerly. 



As the meeting of the Société m«a- 
calse next 'Wednesday afternoon is 
to b« the only one held this month, 
steps have been taken by the execu- 
tive to make it particularly Interest- 
ing.

m the Peninsular War, A state of 
disorder, almost of anarchy, reigned 
In the provinces, but on the 2ûtti of 
March, 1816, a congress of deputies 
was assembled at Tecuman, who nam- 
ed Don Martin Pueyrredon supreme 
director, and on tlio 9th of July the 
separation of the united province» jf 
the Rio àa la Plata was formally 
proclaimed, and comparative order 
was re-established in the country; 
tjuenoB Aires was declared tho seat 
oi government. ' The Jealousy of tfi>i 
provinces, however, against the capi- 
tal, led to a series of dl8turbanc«>s, 
and for many years there was almcit 
continual civil war. Bolivia,' Paraguay 
and Uruguay rose in armed revoit, 
and finally established themselves as 
separate republic», whilst tho capital 
city Itself was torn with faction and 
was the scene of many fierce en- 
counters. Krom 2816 the Independ- 
ence ot the Argentine Republic was 
assured, and success attended the 
South Americans In their contest wlt^l 
the royal armies. Accordingly we may 
take this date aa marking tho end 
of the old order ot things, and the 
beginning of the new era, the mo<l- 
ern Period of Independence. 

Inseparably connected with the ear- 
ly days of this second period of Ar- 
gentine history is the name of San 
Martin, who shares with Bolivar itm 
title of "Liberator of South America." 
Ill 1817 we read of him, with an army 
of four thousand men, moving to help 
the Chileans, and gaining a glorious 
victory over the Spaniards at Chaca- 
buco, not far from Santiago. A year 
later he won a no less decisive tri- 
umph at Maipu, which secured tiie 
Independence of Chile, and by his 
victories he also xtrengthcned the po- 
sition of Pulrredon and the Govern- 
ment at Buenos' Aires. 

It was now time for constructive 
work. A Congress assembled oiibe~ 
more at Buenos Aires, and, on May 
2C, '1819, drew up a Federal Consti- 
tution on the pattern of the United 
States of America, At the same tlma 
Pulrredon was glad to resign his dif- 
ficult position, and General Rondeau 
succeeded htm tw Dictator or Presi- 
dent 'He was Incapable, and the 
system of government by Juntas or 
Dictators, which had distracted the. 
country for ten years, came to an 
end, and seemed likely to be suc- 
ceeded by even worse conditions, for 
all the "United Provinces" flew bar^k 
to particularism end anarchy. 'In 
1821, however, things came toia semb- 
lance of order under the able and hon- 
est RIvadavia. The same year Se.n 
Martin"" entered Lima In triumph, and 
it was necessary to organize the new, 
sovereign states of South America. In 
1822 Lord Londonderry declared, on 
behjtlf of the English Government 
that BO large and important a part of 
the world could not continue without 
^ttled' relations, and that Spaing 
since she could inerdse no control 
over her South American Colonics, 
"either by her counolls or by her 
arms, must sooner or later be prepar- 
ed to see those relations established 
by the over-ruling necessity of the 
case In some other form," Beforo 
this the United States bad recogniz- 
ed the independence of Argentina, ami 
In 1823 the compIl'.-ated*Btate of world 
politics made decisive action neces- 
sary. Spain was again In the .'^rlp 
of France, and it v/as England's ob- 
ject to counteract her Influence. .\c- 
cordingly th3 French were told that 
England considered the separation of 
the colonies from Spain as ' complete, 
and In the Deceuiber of that year the 
.United States pat forward the cele- 
brated Monrde Doctrine to serve as a J Dr. James Baton Robertson, Med. 
warning to any Europeui Power that '95." died suddeitly/ - ' ' 



miu'lit cherish transatlantic designs. 

On January 23, 1825, with the ap- 
proval of Sir Woodbine Parish, tht 
Knglish Minister, the Federal SUtes 
iiHsenibled and decreed the tundiunen- 
tal law ot the Constitution. Tliib 
date may be said to maik the true 
commencement of the Republic ol 
Argentina. The ll'jvolutloii was at an 
end. :. Although the battles In her ter- 
ritory were compai-atlvely few, yet 
Argentina can with truth be said to 
have liad a leading share In the Revo- 
lution, .for, first, of all, as^wp ha"t 
seen, she gave -to South America that 
great patriot San Martin, who Is call- 
ed the "George Wa8|;ilngton of South 
America," and, secondly, the Vlctor>. 
of Belgrano at Tecuman did much to 
paralyze loyalist activity In Peru,, and 
finally Buenos Aires was even tnen 
regarded as the capital of the coii- 
tinent, on which were fixed tho eyes 
of all South American Revolutionists, 
and towards which all the plans of 
European statecraft were directed. 

If we Imagine that with independ- 
ence the South American states 
achieved peace and progress we are 
greatly mistaken. The period which 
foUowed was one of anarchy, alter- 
nating with despotism. To quote from 
W. A. Hirst's book on Argentina. 
"South America was In every respect 
most unfortunate. The weakness aiiU 
misfortunes of Spain followed close- 
ly upon the growth of the revolution- 
ary spirit which disturbed the whole 
world, and though the Continent was 
for a long time comparatively litue 
affected by it, vigorous intrigues »• 
Europe kept it alive, and when the 
time was ripe the revolutionists set 
to work. Equally unfortunate was 
i*. that the Revolution took place at a 
time when unchecked democracy was 
considered a practicable form of gov- 
ernment. Experience has shown that 
It Is beset with difficulties in nil 
States; butvwhere a portion of the 
people have political instincts and 
capacity, public affairs may go on 
without serious disaster. Few peo- 
ple in tho world could have been 
found less suited to direct deraocralk 
Institutions than the Spanish Creole 
was at the time of the. War of In- 
dependence. Little town commufiltles, 
paternally governed groups of vll- 
lagOF, all with complete local self- 
government and united only by com- 
mon loyalty to a King or Viceroy — 
such was the form of government un- 
der which the Indo-Spanlards might 
have lived and prospered; but thii 
constitutions which tliey attempted to 
formulate were altogether incongru- 
ous under the circumstances. Politi- 
cal theorizing has cost South Am- 
erica, veiy dear." /

THE ELGIN HOUSE CON-

In the first place, to. avoid any mis- 
understanding as to how I went, my 
sister and I received a telegram fro'.n 
Mary Taylor asking u« tu go to Elgin 
House to represent McG 111, and saying 
that all our expenses would be paid. 
We gladly accepted, and started at 
once for Muskoka, arriving there on 
Thunday afternoon, June 21mI. 
■' Elgin House Is one of the must at- 
;ractlve places In all the MuakoUa 
.akes. Its wide stretch of lawns. Its 
woody nooks, its Uollghtlul walks and 
wide outlook over Lake Josepli at 
jnco suggest all the charms of that 
pecullariy beautiful country. When 
we joined the group on the lawn that 
first day, the familiar sound of the 
McGIll yell met our ears, which 
somewhat astonished us, but we 
found It was for Dr. Eldgeon, an old 
.VIcGlU man, who was one of tho 
speakers at the Conference. 

Now I shal describe a typical day 
It the Conference, for thero was a 
definite programme planned. If you 
were very energetic yn could rise nt 
an early hour ana iiafe a refreshing 
awlm, bi^t It had to be hurried, lur 
breakfast was served at a quarter to 
eight and woe betide the later-comer 
tor a regular oration greeted you on 
entering.

The speaker at yesterday's Chemi- 
cal Colloquium was R. W. Hovey, of 
the Forest Products l..aboratory of 
Canada. He revie-.vcd an Interesting 
oaper on "The Estimation of Cellulose 
in W'l od " 

Tlie method usod in the experi- 
nuM-.t.s roiioricd on Is known as the 
Cros.s and lievin chlorlnation method, 
which was somewhat modified to com- 
ply with Canadian conditions. The 
ricthods which had previously been 
used consisted chiefly in removing all 
the substances present in wood ex- 
cept the cellulose, and this method 
was found unsatisfactory, because 
when reagents , of sufficient strength 
to remove the remaining substances 
are nppUed, the cellulose Itself Is af- 
ferted. In the Croas-Bevln method 
chlorlnation of the lignln groups takei 

t;lLC€. 

The Hpeaker described In some dc- 
l;Ul Ihe metliodu used in the Mont- 
real laboratory to prepare the wood, 
and the apparatus used in the sul)- 
spqiionl operatlonK, 

Aftfr preparation tlie wood is hy- 
drulized for .sumo time in a mixture 
of (jlyccrine and active acid. After 
drymt; raiefuUy the sample is chlor- 
inated in apparatus specially devised 
for the iturpose. The chlorlnation Is 
accomplished in four periods, the to- 
t!xl time of immersion in the gas be- 
ing one hour. The first period lasts 
for 2-1 minutes, the second and third 
Cor 15 minutes, and the final one 10 
minutes. Between these periods the 
sample of wood Is treated with sod- 
lum sulphite. After drying the fin.xl 
wel»;hing can be 'm^de. 

The percentage of cellulose may be 
calculated directly from this final 



weight, ^Mama watpr «ad «11 vaia- 
tile reaiBB have Imma renoivad in a 
preliminary heating at 105 deg. C, 
and the maainder of the wood. Le., 
Ugoin, furfural and resins can be ac- 
counted for by the chemical reac- 
tions '.n the chiormation process.

Perhaps the most tnterasting period 
of the day was the ona which fol? 
lowed. The delegates gathered to- 
gether under the leadership of MUa 
Wrong, of University College, Toron- 
to. Questions such as these were 
discussed: "What is the attitude • t 
Canadian Women Students towar-U 
the Bible?" ''Hov far does life in 
College conform lo Christian stand- 
ards?" "What Chritlian social service 
Is open to College women lo-dayV" ll 
may have seemed to ihoise who took 
part that no definite conclusion tvas 
reached reB;i.-ding ilieae questions, liUl 
ll li'ust they ciiu.sfd us lo llilnlv nwy 
ibout matters which we had eitlur 
overlooked or taken for granted. 

For an hour after dl mer you were 
free to do as you pleated, and then 
the various sports planntd for the af- 
ternoon began. The Recieatlon Com- 
mittee fulfilled thtlr di.ty well .'or 
the amusements were varied and de- 
lightful. There was a motor -boat 
trip up through Lake Hoaseau to Hh.-.- 
dow Klver. where we landed, and vc 
freshed ourselves before the retur.i 
irlp. Then one afternoon was spent 
In land-sports, anJ another in wai. r- 
sports; Queen's ^:a\c a |)icnlc. Thtre 
was a basketball match, and a child- 
ren's 'tea-party finished the list. 

Every evening at eight o'clock a 
service was held, conducted by dif- 
ferent leaders, A huge pine bonfiro 
was built on the shore, and the dele- 
gates gathered round, those who had 
boats or canoes, collected In the bay, 
and the others sat on the banks. Af- 
ter some familiar <nd favourite hymns 
were sung, the speaker gave us his 
message, which was ahvay» helpfni 
and inspiring.

She Inspired us more than 
anyone with a longing to go to the 
foreign field, with a particular de- 
sire for India as location, for she 
portrayed su delightfully the many 
amusing and pathetic incidents which 
had befallen her. 

The day was now almost over, for 
lights were put out at half-past ten, 
and usually one barely had time to 
get safely ensconced in bed before en- 
forced darkness descended. 

As was this day, so were they all, 
except that each brought something 
moK- to the store of helpful know- 
ledge. So passed those ten wonder- 
ful days, days of contact with secre- 
taries from all parts of the world, 
with students from almost every col- 
lege In the country. Ten days of such 
Intercourse did a great deal fur 'V- 
eryone in broadening our outlook and 
extending our horizon. The Y.W.C.A 
t^'hich brought us togctlior, at.inda for 
nil that is highpst and best in woman- 
hood, and oxi.sts to help us to be the 
very best that Uod meant us to bj 
In every part of our life. The Inspira 
tion and Vision that comes to us all 
frorn coming, apart for a little while 
Into Ood'a great out-of-doors to con- 
sider our responsibUltlea in ihe ad 
vancement of the Kingdom of Oad 
ar<> Rometblng that linger in our Uves 
long after mora prosaic details have 
faded from our mamoriea.

The building Itself Is not very im 
pressive, and the acoustics are very 
poor. The only time that anything 
could be heard audibly at the back 
of the theatre waa when the McGlU 
yell was given. The ground floor ami 
balcony were well filled with an or- 
derly and appreciative audience. A 
rather curious incident occurred when 
one of the Freshmen, coming down 
the alsla to enter his seat, stumbled 
over a heavy Irdn pipe to which a 
long fire hose 'was attached.

On a whole the play was yeo' 
well rendered, and no doubt proved 
of benefit to those students who wit- 
nessed it.

The lova 
element is very, strong, (yes, very, or 
it would not ''take" with a French 
audienca). Thai, .inévitable "Paul" 
(Raymond) is in the capable hands of 
M. Becman, of New York, while 
Mdme. Dambrinne, knows just how to 
put those /finishing touches to a 
frank, gay and observant "Duchesse." 

A word must be said about the or- 
chestra, because being so near them 
for about two liours, and having lis- 
tened to their vamping, tin-canny 
walt2fs and marches, they naturally 
came in for a bit of notice. They 
deserve credit for two reasons. Onto 
Is, that they wisely kept quiet from 
rendering any incidental music during 
the play, which ûsuàûy destroys the 
effect, of a strong climax. The other 
reason is, at the end of' the play, when 
the audience was held spellbound by 
a lusty McGill yell, the orchestra fol- 



lighter sort, such as musical selections 
and songs. The I'peeches were saved 
for the second part of the evening. 
About ten-thirty o'clock, everybody 
adjourned to the iiining-rooin down- 
stairs, where a splendid supper oi! 
salads, ices, and other dainties had 
been prepared by Joyce and Com- 
liany, of Phlllpps' Square. The room 
was tâstefuly decorated with a hu^e 
banner and red and white streamers.
